ACTION ON TUNG OIL AND TUNG NUTS 

The President has issued on October 27, 1960, proclamation No. 3378 extending for three 
vears the existing quota on imports of tung oil and tung nuts. 

The annual import quota will continue to be 26 million pounds. 22,100,000 pounds 
may be imported from Argentina, 2,964,000 pounds from Paraguay, and 936,000 pounds 
from other countries 

The President's proclamation was issued under Section 22 of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act, as amended, which authorizes the limitation of imports that interfere 
with the price support programs of the Department of Agriculture. 

On August 30, 1960, the President had requested the Tariff Commission to investigate 
the need for restricting imports of tung oil and tung nuts. On October 19, 1960, the 
Commission reported its findings that an extension of import restrictions is necessary 
in order to prevent interference with the price support program for tung oil and recom- 
mended a quota of one year’s duration and a quantity limitation of 14 million pounds.

rent estimate is that the United States overseas shipments may reach at 

least $19 billion this year and could match the 1957 figure of $19.5 billion. 

The United States has been spending, lending and giving more money to 
foreign countries than it has been receiving from its overseas operations since 
the late 1940s. Our commitments and responsibility as a leading country of the 
Free World requires us to continue foreign military and economic aid programs. 
But in order to maintain these programs and still keep our international finances 


MERICAN exports through August were rising on a broad front. The cur- 


in balance, we must export substantially 
more than we import. In the past few 
years this favorable margin on our in- 
ternational trade has not been great 
enough—in part because imports have in- 
creased substantially, while shipments of 
our own goods abroad have not shown a 
strong upward trend. 

This year, fortunately, our exports have 
experienced a substantial recovery from 
the depressed levels of 1958 and 1959. The 
upturn in United States shipments has 
been stimulated largely by the economic 
boom in Western Europe and Japan, which 
has led to heavier buying from _ those 
areas. Meanwhile, imports have followed 
in the path of the United States economy 
and leveled off, after a sharp rise in 
1958-59. As a result our balance of trade, 
in 1960, may turn out to be favorable by 
as much as $3%-$4 billion, as compared 
with only $1 billion in 1959. 

Another factor helping exports has been 
the relaxation of various’ restrictions 
against United States goods—again large- 
ly in Europe and Japan. Even though pro- 
gress has been made on this score, how- 
ever, such restrictions have not yet been 
completely removed, and it is important 
that our government continue to press for 
further action on the matter. 

Despite the recent improvement in the 
trade picture, the United States balance 
of payments problem still is not solved. 
The problem has been complicated this 
year by a substantial outflow of short- 





term capital funds, induced in part by 
higher interest rates available in Britain 
and Western Europe than in the United 
States. This capital outflow has offset to 
a considerable extent the improvement in 
the nation’s trade accounts, so that the 
overall deficit in the United States bal- 
ance of payments in 1960 may not be 
greatly reduced. 

The sizeable and continuing deficit in 
our international accounts is a_ serious 
matter. Over the next several years we 
must act vigorously to correct it. A num- 
ber of steps of course can be taken, but 
central to any program is the mainten- 
ance and even expansion of our export 
sales abroad. We shall continue to need 
a sizeable surplus on our foreign trade 
accounts if we are to fulfill all our world 
commitments. At the same time it is pos- 
sible to revise the methods by which 
economic aid and the maintenance of our 
military facilities abroad have been fi- 
nanced so that those programs cease to 
contribute so markedly to the imbalance 
in our international payments. We shall, 
of course, need the cooperation of our 
allies in Western Europe in accomplish- 
ing this. As far as economic aid is con- 
cerned, there is no reason whatsoever that 
it need constitute a serious drain on the 
balance of payments if the bulk of the 
funds we provide are spent here at home— 
a policy which the government is now 
pursuing.

Certainly, the most creative response to 
the challenge that confronts us in our 
balance of payments is to expand exports 
—which means increasing American pro- 
ductive capacity, meeting changing needs 
and standards, and projecting American 
production further into the markets of 
the world. 

To do this means making American 
goods for export better and cheaper than 
our competitors make them—then selling 
them harder. Responsibility for this ef- 
fort runs all the way from top manage- 
ment who must make the decisions, to the 
engineers who must design products for 
foreign markets, to the labor unions and 
workers who must realize the crucial role 
they play in making it possible to meet 
foreign competition. 

Some American companies are already 
beginning to take up this challenge. They 
are beginning to look at world markets in 
much the same way as at the United 
States market. They attempt to gauge the 
size and nature of overseas demand, to 
estimate how rapidly the markets change, 
and try to adapt their products to the 
special needs overseas. 

But I am convinced that many more 
companies will find it in their interest to 
follow this route. As they do they will 
substantially expand the export potential 
of our nation and make it possible to main- 
tain a proper balance in our foreign 
accounts. 

Another way of looking at the foreign 
trade problem is to bring it down to our 
own region, the New York Port Area. 
With about one-fourth of the tonnage of 
United States trade going through our 
port, New York is already the world’s 
largest trade and financial center. Also, 
both dollar values and actual volume of 
foreign trade has tended to rise. But in 
recent years the trade through the port 
has tended to decline relative to the 
United States total. This raises the ques- 
tion what we can do to make New York 
a better and more useful international 
trade and financial center, thus maintain- 
ing its share of the nation’s trade, and 
increasing the ease with which United 
States exporters can reach world markets. 

An important project for stimulating 
world trade and the commerce of the New 
York Port District is the development of 
a World Trade Center. The Downtown- 
Lower Manhattan Association last winter 
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AMERICA’S STAKE 
published a report recommending the 
establishment of such a World Trade Cen- 
ters on the eastern fringe of the financial 
district in downtown New York. *The 
project as then proposed received gener- 
ous and enthusiastic support from public 
officials, the press and business leaders 
concerned with international trade. The 
Association recommended that the bi-state 
Port of New York Authority, which has 
responsibility for developing the com- 
merce of the port, should be requested to 
make a detailed study with recommenda- 
tions for the planning, financing and ac- 
tivation of this proposed World Trade 
Center. I am happy that the Authority 
has already undertaken this responsibility 
with enthusiasm, and has an able staff of 
experienced people working actively on the 
project. It is hoped that the Authority’s 
study will be available early next year 
and it should have significant implications 
for the future commerce moving through 
the New York Port District. 
Let me recall briefly some of the im- 
portant parts of the project as outlined in 
the Association’s report. The site pro-

posed is a 13% acre area covering sev- 
eral blocks at the foot of Wall Street 
along the East River. With a few excep- 
tions, the existing buildings in this outer 
fringe area are obsolete and deteriorating. 
The proposed Center would put this land 
back to use for the City in a constructive 
way. 

The two main structures as proposed in 
the Report would be a World Trade Mart 
and a building housing the operations of 
the many government and private agencies 
that serve world trade. An integral fa- 
cility of the Center would be a World 
Trade Hotel. In addition, a central securi- 
ties exchange was proposed for considera- 
tion by the New York Stock Exchange. 
These buildings, rising from an elevated 
platform several blocks long overlooking 
the East River Drive, would provide five 
to six million square feet of floor space. 

We believe the extensive facilities of 
such a Center would act as a magnet in 
attracting business interests and govern- 
mental agencies from all over the world, 
as well as from the United States. Office 
and exhibit space would be provided in the 
Center for exporters and importers, trad- 
ers and shippers, governmental agencies 
and trade missions, banking and insurance 
firms, freight forwarders, transportation 
companies and commodity exchanges. 
There would be special rooms for sales 
display of merchandise, and excellent fa- 
cilities for receiving and storing goods, 
plus extensive parking space below street 
level. Conference and meeting rooms na- 
turally would be included, and business 
tenants also would be able to use the ser- 
vices of a multilingual stenographic pool, 
and an international trade library as well 
as the hotel and club. 

Obviously, one great advantage of the 
Center would be to facilitate the swift in- 
terchange of information concerning world 
trade opportunities, regulations and mar- 
kets. Moreover, many of the documents re- 
quired in international trade could be 
handled much faster through offices in the 
Center, located next door to the City’s 
financial district. Studies are underway, 
in conjunction with the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to determine the feasibility of re- 
locating the Customs House and Apprais- 
er’s Stores within the World Trade Center. 

The World Trade Center will be quickly 
accessible from midtown via the east and 
west-side elevated drives. For air travel- 
ers, it will have wonderful accessibility

SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION FORM 


Officers of CBFAA attended a further meeting of the Advisory Counc il on Federal 
Reports, held at Washington on October 5th, to discuss Shipper’s Export Declaration 
forms. There were two proposals: 

1. That the Export Declaration be abolished for shipments valued at under $100.00 
when shipped by air carrier. 

2. That the Declaration be simplified by eliminating the requirement that weight 
and quantity be reported for shipments valued at less than $100.00. 

ollowing the protest of CBFAA that all carriers should be subject to the same 
regulations and forms, the airlines withdrew their request for special treatment and 
asked instead that they be granted the same exemption as is given to shipments by 
mail, ie., no Declaration required for shipments under $50.00. This request was re- 
ferred to the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, who, while not inclined to view it favorably, 
promised to consider it and report back to the Committee, not only as to granting the 
airlines’ request, but also as to the possibility of changing the exemption requirements 
for mail shipments; the latter because they felt that the mail privilege is possibly being 


abused. 
REVISION OF CUSTOMS FORMS 


President Mercer of CBFAA reported that the final Entry Forms that are to go 
into effect on January 1, 1961, are the result of the work of two committees. The first 
committee met several times in New York, and was composed of Customs officials, 
Mr. Mercer, Mr. Kerner, of CBFAA Mr. Bruno of Commerce & Industry Association of 
New York, Mr. Radcliffe of the National Council of American Importers, Mr. John F. 
Budd of the Custom House Guide, and others. At the meetings of this Committee, the 
forms were gone over very thoroughly, and many revisions were made and finally 
agreed upon. These revised forms were then sent to the Bureau of Customs. 

Some time elapsed, and then a meeting was called in Washington of the Advisory 
Council on Federal Reports, which is the organization that must approve all forms be- 
fore the Bureau of the Budget approves them. Mr. Kerner and Mr. Mercer, with others, 
were on this Committee. When the forms were shown to them, they were entirely 
different than the forms approved by the Committee in New York. There was a great 
deal of discussion, and new forms were finally agreed upon which would meet the 
approval of CBFAA, and those are the forms that will go into effect on the Ist of 
January, 

There are still some Customs forms in the discussion stage with the New York 
committee mentioned above, specifically Customs Form 17512, Transportation Entry, 
and Census Form 7513, on which meetings are now being held, in which CBFAA is 


actively participating.

CUSTOMS LEGISLATION 


The Bureau of Customs, without any notification to CBFAA, had attempted to have 
passed a bill, H.R. 9240, to raise the limit of informal entries from $250.00 to $400.00. 
Fortunately, CBFAA heard about it and protest “i vigorously, and the bill never was 
passed before Congress adjourned. However, it is likely to pop up again in the new 
Congress, and if so, CBFAA will again vigorously oppose its adoption. 


TRUSTEE ACCOUNT FOR DUTY PAYMENTS 


It was learned that the Bureau is considering a regulation which would compel 
customhouse brokers to keep in a separate trustee account monies received for payment 
of duties. The details of the proposal are at present unknown, but it is believed that 
the proposed regulations would apply principally to duties accruing between the time 
of entry and the date of liquidation. CBFAA is exploring this in detail with the Bureau, 
and members will be kept advised of developments

UNITED STATES FOREIGN INVESTMENTS: CAPITAL OUTLAYS ABROAD 

Foreign expenditures for plant and equipment by U. S. companies are expected to 
reach $3.9 billion this year compared with about $3.7 billion in 1959 and $4.9 billion 
in 1957. Manufacturing companies anticipate foreign outlays of around $1.3 billion in 
1960, or some 15% more than the 1959 amount, led by a rise of over 30% in Europe and 
lesser increases in other areas. Outlays abroad by the petroleum industry for property, 
plant and equipment will amount to around $1.6 billion in 1960 or about the same as in 
1959. This is a substantial drop from the extraordinary high of $2.3 billion in 1957 and 
represents a shift from older producing areas.

ey GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 

TARIFF CLASSIFICATION STUDY On November 15, 1960, the U. S. Tariff Com- 
mission will release its final report on the Tariff Classification Study. This report is the 
result of the study which the Commission has been conducting for the past six years 
pursuant to the Customs Simplification Act of 1954 on the revision and consolidation of 
existing tariff schedules into arrangements which are more logical, and also to provide 
for the proper classification of articles introduced into commerce since 1930, when the 
Tariff Act was enacted. As previously reported, the Commission is proposing that the 
existing 15 schedules and the Free List be consolidated into 8 schedules. The final report 
will be in ten volumes, one for each of the 8 schedules, with an introductory volume 
containing general headnotes and rules of interpretation, and an appendix containing 
Presidential proclamations on tariff matters, and temporary tariff legislation by the 
Congress. As required by the Act, the final report will be submitte : to the President and 
to the chairmen of the Committee on Finance of the Senate ana of the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Representatives. 

Copies of the final report will be available for purchase in sets or in individual 
volumes from the Superintendent of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C.; or the report may be inspected without charge at the offices of the 
Tariff Commission in Washington and in New York, or at the offices of the National 
Council of American Importers 

PRESIDENT’S AUTHORITY UNDER THE ESCAPE CLAUSE IN TRADE AGREE- 
MENTS—On October 6, 1958, the United States Customs Court handed down a decision 
in the case of Schmidt Pritchard & Co.—Mangano Cycles Co. vs. United States (C.D. 
2029) in which it held, among other things, that the President cannot modify the recom- 
mendations which the Tariff Commission submits to him as a result of an escape clause 
investigation. Under that decision, the President may reject such recommendations, but 
if he decides to carry them out, he must proclaim them and put them into effect exactly 
as the Commission submitted them to him. The Government appealed to the Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals to reverse that decision. In its decision (C.A.D. 750), how- 
ever, rendered last July, the higher Court upheld the lower Court. Now the Government 
is petitioning the United States Supreme Court to review the case on the ground that 
the decision of the two Courts interferes with the President’s powers in the fields of 
tariff and foreign trade. 

This case arises from the protest filed by an importer challenging the legality of a 
proclamation issued by the President after an escape clause investigation on imports of 
bicycles. As a result of that investigation, the Commission found that the domestic 
bicycle industry needed more protection, and recommended increases in the rate of duty. 
The President agreed with the Commission's finding for more protection. In the proclama- 
tion he issued to provide this additional protection, however, the President increased 
the duty on certain types of bicycles to the rate recommended by the Commission, but 
he imposed a duty below the recommended rate on bicycles of a certain diameter and 
weight, If the Supreme Court upholds the two lower courts, its decision may affect three 
other proclamations in which the President modified Tariff Commission recommendations. 
These proclamations are on the following:

MARITIME TRANSPORTATION STUDY 


A proposal submitted jointly by Arthur D. Little, Inc., Cambridge, Mass., and George 
G. Sharp, New York, to undertake an operations study in the field of maritime trans- 
portation has been selected as a basis for contract negotiations, it was announced by 
the FMB. 

The study has as an objective the obtaining of technical, operational and economic 
information regarding present and future, foreign and domestic water-borne commerce 
and related transportation systems. Studies will be carried out on present and future 
cargo movements as they are related to available transportation systems. In addition, 
anticipated effects of new technological developments will be projected. 

This information will be utilized by the Maritime Administration in establishing 
current and projected shipping needs in various areas, in determining ship and _ fleet 
requirements and in ascertaining more efficient, practical and economic methods of 
handling cargo. 

This study is a part of the Maritime Administration’s research and development 
program, which has as its objective improving the competitive position of U. 8.-flag 
vessels and providing a more effective merchant fleet with less Government assistance, 


FRANCE EASES RESTRICTIONS ON 
FOREIGN EXCHANGE FOR TOURISTS 

Substantial relaxation of French fore ign exchange restrictions on tourist expenditures 
may enable more French tourists to “visit U. S. A.” The Ministry of Finance has ap- 
proved establishment of a system permitting French residents traveling abroad to pay 
hotel and restaurant bills by credit cards not subject to Government limitations on 
foreign exchange for travel outside France, according to the U. S. Embassy in Paris. 
The cards will be issued by the Association Internationale de l’'Hotellerie at an annual 
cost of 50 new francs (4.937 NF=US$1). Payment of charges against the cards will be 
guaranteed by a French insurance group. 

his new measure is the latest of several French Government actions to free foreign 
exchange for travel outside the country. As a result of progressive relaxation, French 
tourists now may pay for transportation abroad before departure with francs, draw 
foreign exchange equivalent to 1,500 NF per person annually, export 500 NF in French 
bank notes for subsequent conversion into other currencies, and pay hotel and restaurant 
bills abroad by credit card without regard to any foreign exchange limitations.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—SALABLE CUSTOMS FORMS 

The purpose of this amendment is to establish a uniform policy for the sale of cus- 
toms forms which will permit (1) the designation as salable of certain customs forms 
which are now distributed free, and (2) the periodic adjustment in the price of salable 
customs forms as costs for printing and distribution change. 
Page 1545 

Section 24.14 is deleted in its entirety and the following is substituted therefor: , 

24.14 Salable customs forms.—(a) Customs forms for sale to the general public 
shall be designated by the Commissioner of Customs. Customs forms which are desig- 
nated as salable shall meet the following conditions: (1) the form is distributed to 
private parties for use in completing customs transactions; (2) the quantity used 
nation-wide annually is sufficient to justify the administrative costs involved in selling 
the form and accounting for the collections invelved therein, or the form is primarily 
for the use of a special group; (3) distribution is or can generally be made in lots of 
100 or more; (4) the form is normally distributed to commercial concerns (custom- 
house brokers, freight forwarders, vessel agents, carriers, regular commercial im- 
porters, etc.) rather than to or for the use of individuals or others (tourists, churches, 
schools, occasional importers, etc.) for noncommercial purposes. 

(b) The price of each salable customs form shall be established by the Commissioner 
of Customs and shall be adjusted periodically as the varying costs of printing and 
distribution require. A list of salable customs forms showing the price at which each 
is sold shall be prominently posted in each customhouse in a location accessible to the 
general public. 

(c) Customs forms for sale to the general public, except unusually large or other- 
wise unsuitable forms, shall normally be prepared in units containing 100 copies. If 
a completely prepared bill or receipt is presented by the purchaser at the time of the 
purchase, the collector’s paid stamp shall be impressed thereon; otherwise, no receipt 
shall be given. (See 1, 37 Stat. 434; 19 U.S.C. 1.) (T.D. 55238) 

Notice of the proposed amendment was published in the Federal Register of August 
12, 1960 (25 F.R. 7680), pursuant to provisions of section 4 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act (5 U.S.C. 1003). No objection to the proposed amendment was received. The amend- 
ment as set forth above is hereby adopted effective 30 days after the date of publication 
in the Federal Register. 


RULES OF THE UNITED STATES CUSTOMS COURT 

Rule 15 has been amended, effective December 5, 1960, by the addition of the following: 

(e) In all reappraisement cases appearing on New York calendars a party thereto 
shall give at least two days’ notice, prior to the date set for trial of any case or cases, 
of the availability for inspection of long, extensive, or voluminous doucments or ex- 
hibits which said party proposes to introduce at the trial of such cases. In trials or 
hearings at outports, such notice of availability shall be given by twelve noon of the 
day preceding the date of trial or hearing; Provided that, for good cause shown, the 
Court or judge presiding may determine what shall be reasonable notice of availability 
of inspection for long, extensive, or voluminous documents or exhibits. Upon failure of 
a party to give the notice provided for herein the Court may, in its discretion, refuse 
admission of said documents or exhibits into evidence.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ETHYL ALCOHOL IMPORTED 
FOR NONBEVERAGE PURPOSES 

In conformance to amendments of the Internal Revenue regulations relating to the 
transfer without payment of tax (tax free transfer) of certain distilled spirits from cus- 
toms custody to bonded premises of distilled spirits plants for nonbeverage use and the 
withdrawal of distilled spirits from customs custody for use of the United States, 
section 10.69 of the Customs Regulations is amended to read as follows: 


Page 1376 

10.99 Importation of ethyl alcohol for nonbeverage purposes.”—-(a) If claim is made 
by an importer other than the United States or a governmental agency thereof for the 
classification of ethyl alcohol of 185 degrees or more of proof under the last clause of 
paragraph 4 of the Tariff Act of 1930," there shall be filed in connection with the 
entry a declaration of the importer that the alcohol is to be used for nonbeverage 
purposes only. [T.D. 55249.] 

(1) Such alcohol shall be released by customs upon deposit of estimated duty, if 
any, and without payment of the internal revenue tax only when there has been received 
an application on Internal Revenue Form 2609 by the proprietor of the distilled spirits 
plant approved by the appropriate internal revenue officer covering the transfer under 
internal revenue bond of the alcohol to the bonded premises of the proprietor’s plant 
for nonbeverage use. 

(2) Prior to release of such alcohol from customs custody, Internal Revenue Form 
236 shall be prepared by the customs officer in the manner and number of copies 
prescribed in 26 CFR 251.173. When shipments are in tank cars or trucks, the details of 
the gauge of each tank car or truck shall be reported separately. In the case of 
barrels, drums, or similar portable containers, the details of the gauge shall be 
shown on Internal Revenue Form 2630, in triplicate. The customs officer shall also 
rote on Form 236 the rate of customs duty paid and the rate of customs duty which 
would have been applicable had such alcohol been imported for beverage purposes.” 
Upon compliance with customs entry requirements and completion of the appropriate 
Internal Revenue forms, the customs officer shall release the alcohol for transfer to 
the distilled spirits plant. The customs officer shall distribute and retain copies of the 
Internal Revenue forms as prescribed in 26 CFR 251.173. 

(3) Before a shipment in a tank car or tank truck is released, all openings 
affording access to the alcohol shall be sealed by a customs officer with customs seals in 
such manner as will prevent unauthorized removal of the alcohol. 

(4) When the distilled spirits plant is equipped with suitable dock facilities, the 
alcohol may, subject to all requirements of the customs laws and regulations, be trans- 
ferred by pipeline from the importing vessel or barge through weighing tanks or other 
suitable measuring tanks into locked empty storage tanks on the bonded premises of 
the distilled spirits plant, or directly into locked storage tanks on such premises pro- 
vided such storage tanks are equipped with suitable measuring devices for correctly 
indicating the actual contents and the outlets thereof are locked. In all such cases of 
pipeline transfers, the alcohol shall be transferred under customs supervision, gauged 
immediately by a customs officer, and thereupon released for deposit in the distilled 
spirits plant. The details of the gauge shall be reported for internal revenue on Form 
236 and distribution of such form shall be made as prescribed in subparagraph (2). 

(6) If ethyl alcohol is to be withdrawn from customs custody by the United States 
or any governmental agency thereof for its own use for nonbeverage purposes, before 
release under the entry without the deposit of estimated duties, if any, and internal 
revenue tax, or before release in accordance with the provisions of section 8.28 (c) of 
these regulations, there shall be filed with the collector of customs an appropriate 
permit on Internal Revenue Form 1444 which may also cover future withdrawals at

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that port pursuant to appropriate entry in each case. The alcohol shall be gauged by a 
customs officer, who shall prepare a report of gauge on Internal Revenue Form 2629, in 
triplicate, and may then be released for shipment to the United States or govern- 
mental agency thereof named in the permit, Form 1444. The customs officer shall make 
the appropriate notation on Form 1444 as to the withdrawal, shall state on each copy of 
Form 2629 the permit number of the Form 1444 involved, shall retain the original of 
the Form 2629 with the permit on Form 1444, and shall forward one copy of Form 2629 
to the governmental agency involved and one copy to the director, Alcohol and Tobacco 
Tax Division, Internal Revenue Service, Washington 25, D. C. 

(c) The foregoing provisions are not applicable with respect to withdrawal free of 
tax on the entry of such articles from the Virgin Islands. Provisions for the release 
free of tax of distilled spirits, denatured distilled spirits, and products containing 
denatured spirits preduced and withdrawn in the Virgin Islands are found in Subpart O 
of Part 250, Internal Revenue Regulations (26 CFR, Part 250, Subpart O). 

(d) Upon the completion of the applicable procedure outlined above, the entry shall 
be liquidated with the assessment of duty at the appropriate rate, if any, and without 
the assessment of internal revenue tax. (R.S. 161, as amended, 251, sec. 624, 46 Stat. 
759; 5 U.S.C. 22, 19 U.S.C. 66, 1624.) 

Footnote 90 appended to section 10.99 is amended to read: 

“Imported Distilled Spirits. Imported distilled spirits of 185 degrees or more of proof (or spirits 
of any proof imported for any purpose incident to the requirements of the national defense) may, under 
such regulations as the Secretary or his delegate shall prescribe, be withdrawn from customs custody, 
and transferred to the bonded premises of a distilled spirits plant, for nonbeverage use, without payment 
of the internal revenue tax imposed on imported distilled spirits by section 5001. Such spirits may be 
redistilled or denatured and may, without redistillation or denaturation, be withdrawn for any purpose 
authorized by this chapter, in the same manner as domestic distilled spirits.”” (Sec. 5232, Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954; 26 U.S.C. 5232.) 

“Withdrawal of Distilled Spirits from Customs Custody Free of Tax for use of the United States. 
Distilled spirits may be withdrawn free of tax from customs custody by the United States or any govern- 
mental agency thereof for its own use for nonbeverage purposes, under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary or his delegate.” (Sec. 5313, Internal Revenue Code of 1954; 26 U.S.C. 5313.)

esas There has been a customs station designated as Connecticut Lakes since May 1, 1939. 

This station has been operated only during the summer-months, and has not been listed 

heretofore in the Customs Regulations. It is now to be operated on a year-around basis, 

and it is deemed advisable to list this station in the Customs Regulations for the informa- 
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tion of customs employees and others concerned. Also, to better reflect the location of 
this station the name is changed to Pittsburg, which is the nearest town and post office.

Section 1.2(a) of the Customs Regulations is amended by adding “Pittsburg, N. H. 


after “Norton, Vermont” in the column headed “Customs Station” and by adding on the 
same line “Beecher Falls” after “Island Pond” in the column headed “Port of Entry 
having supervision” in District No. 2.

The Bureau of Customs has established an office at Kindley Field, Bermuda. To show 


that customs officers are stationed at this place, the list of customs offices in foreign

BORDER TRAFFIC—PENALTIES 


In order to insure uniformity of treatment of conveyances, persons, and mer- 
chandise involved in violations of the customs laws in connection with their arrival 
from contiguous countries, T.D. 52042 is superseded and the principles thereof are 


amplified and restated as follows: 

Liabilities may be incurred under section 460, Tariff Act of 1930, as follows: 

1. When a vehicle or vessel within the purview of section 459 of the tariff act is 
involved, and 

(A) Such vehicle or vessel is not reported or, if reported, proceeds further inland 
without a permit, a penalty of $100 for each offense is incurred by the master or person 
in charge; or 

(B) Such vehicle or vessel imports or brings merchandise into the country, and the 
master or person in charge does any of the following: 

(i) Fails to report the arrival of the vehicle or vessel to customs, or 

(ii) Fails to produce a manifest for the merchandise as requested by law, or 

(iii) Discharges or lands merchandise without a permit, 
the following liabilities shall be assessed: such merchandise shall be subject to forfeiture: 
the vessel or vehicle shall be subject to forfeiture; and the master or person in charge, 
in addition to any other penalty, shall be liable to a penalty equal to the value of the 
merchandise which was not reported or which was not included in the manifest, or which 
was discharged or landed without a permit; or 

(C) Such vessel or vehicle carries any passenger and 

(i) The arrival of the vehicle or vessel is not reported, or 
(ii) Any passenger is discharged or landed before the arrival of the vehicle or 
vessel is reported, or 
(iii) Any passenger is discharged or landed without a permit after the arrival 
of the vehicle or vessel is reported, 
the master or person in charge, in addition to any other penaity, shall be liable to a 
penalty of $500 for each passenger involved in any of the above violations. 

2. If any merchandise is imported or brought into this country by any person other- 
wise than in a vehicle or vessel which merchandise is not reported, such merchandise 
shall be subject to forfeiture and such person shall be liable to a penalty equal to the 
value of the merchandise which was unreported. 

3. In connection with the application of other provisions of law to border traffic, 
the Bureau has held that sections 459 and 460 of the tariff act apply to the exclusion 
of sections 453 and 584 of the tariff act. It should also be noted that while the reporting 
provisions of section 459 of the tariff act apply to only those vessels of less than five 
net tons which are carrying merchandise, said provisions apply to all vehicles. 

_ 4 Other examples of laws which may be invoked in connection with border traffic 
violations under certain circumstances where the subject matter is not covered by sec- 
tion 460 of the tariff act are: Section 497 of the tariff act when the arrival of a vehicle 
is reported but noncommercial merchandise is not declared; United States Code, title 18, 
section 545, when, for instance, any article is concealed in the structure of a conveyance, 
as distinguished from regular carrying spaces, with intent to prevent customs treat- 
ment. [T.D. 55245.)

amended (19 U.S.C. 162 and 164) 

CORNSTARCH FROM FRANCE—Pursuant to section 201(b) of the Antidumping Act, 
1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(b)), notice is hereby given that there is reason to 
believe or suspect, from information presented to me, that the purchase price of corn- 
starch imported from France is less or likely to be less than the foreign market value,

SHOEBOARD FROM FRANCE—A complaint was received that shoeboard from France 
was being sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the 
Antidumping Act of 1921 

I hereby determine that shoeboard from France is not being, nor likely to be, sold 
at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 
1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons: All sales of shoeboard from France, during the period involved, 
were made by one producer to an exclusive importer; the seller having no interest in 
the merchandise after the sale. Substantial quantities were sold for home consumption 
in France; purchase price was compared, therefore, with home market price. 

In calculating home market price, inland freight was deducted, and adjustments 
made by deduction of the quantity discount allowed on domestic sales of quantities com- 
parable to those sold to the United States, cash discount, and selling commission. Prior 
to July 5, 1960, adjustment was also made for advertising and administrative costs. 

In computing purchase price, inland freight and ocean freight were deducted. 

Adjustment was made for a difference in domestic and export packing costs. 

In no instance was purchase price found to be less than home market price. 

PORTLAND CEMENT FROM COLOMBIA—A complaint was received that Portland 
cement from Colombia was being sold in the United States at less than fair value within 
the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

hereby determine that Portland cement from Colombia is not being, nor likely to 
be, sold at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of the Antidumping 
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Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 


Statement of reasons. The inquiry established that only one manufacturer in Colombia 
exports cement to the United States. Sales for home consumption by this manufacturer 
were 02 sufficient quantity to form an adequate basis of comparison for fair value pur- 
poses. Purchase price, therefore, was compared to the price at which sales were made 
in the home market to regular customers in large quantities. 

In calculating purchase price, Colombian import duties on raw materials used in 
the production of the cement, which were uncollected by reason of exportation, were 
added. In calculating home market price, deduction was made for commission and for 
advertising expenses up to July 5, 1960, the effective date of the current Antidumping 
regulations. The difference between domestic packing and export packing was added. 
The disallowance of advertising expenses after July 5, 1960, was more than offset by 
an increase in the price to the United States effective in June 1960. 

It was determined that purchase price was not less than home market price in any 
instance. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 


section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)). 
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NEPHELINE SYENITE FROM CANADA—On May 26, 1960, a determination was 
made that nepheline syenite from Canada was being, or was likely to be, sold in the 
United States at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of the Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). This determination which was com- 
municated to the United States Tariff Commission, filed with the FEDERAL REGISTER

Statement of reasons. It was determined that the proper fair value comparison is 
between purchase price and home market price 

In the determination of purchase price, the included commission and brokerage fee 
were deducted from the f.o.b. plant price. 

In the determination of home market price, advertising, traveling, selling, and 
general expenses attributable solely to the home market sales were deducted from the 
home market f.o.b. plant price. 

The purchase price was found to be lower than the home market price. 

Subsequently, the manufacturers involved revised their pricing with respect to both 
their home market sales and their United States sales. 

The purchase price of nepheline syenite imported from Canada after the effective 
date of the price revisions was found not to be lower than the home market price. 
san August 26, 1960, the Tariff Commission “determined that an industry in the 
United States is not being, and is not likely to be, injured, or prevented from being 
established, by reason of the importation of nepheline syenite from Canada at less than 
fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act, 1921.” 

In the published statement setting forth its determination (25 F.R. 8394), the Tariff 
Commission indicated its belief that it is precluded from taking cognizance of facts

Abrasives, grinding dises.—Multifiex-grinding disc which is a rigid disc measuring 
7 x % inches with a % inch hole, composed of layers of fabric and corundum abrasive 
grains bound together by means of a synthetic resin of the phenolic type with resin 
impregnating the layers of the disc, classifiable as a laminated product in other forms 
of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent under 
par. 1539 (b) The multifiex-preform disc, an unpressed fabric disc, composed of rayon 
and flax with corundum abrasive grains glued to one surface, is classifiable under the 
provision for cloths, papers, and combinations of cloth and paper, partly or wholly 
coated with artificial and natural abrasives in paragraph 1514. The R-Flex abrasive 
wheel is a spongy abrasive body, 4% x 7 inches with a 2%-inch hole, being a flexible 
abrasive wheel composed of a synthetic resin of the polyurethane type containing em- 
bedded silicon carbide abrasive grains, classifiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v.

1, and may also 
be subject to import tax under section 4521(1), if liquid under ordinary conditions of 
temperature and pressure (T.D. 55237(2).1 

Acronal 700 L, a low viscosity copolymer of butyl acrylate with vinyl isobutyl ether 
and supplied as a 50% solution either in toluene or in ethyl acetate, is classifiable as a 
synthetic resin, n.s.p.f., under par. 11. [(T.D. 55237(3).] 

Alarm, “Escort” pocket.— \ spring operated device 5% in. x 2% in. x 1 in., which 
emits a siren-like noise, designed for use by women, merchants, baby sitters, etc., for 
personal protection against attackers, prowlers, burglars, etc., classifiable as a machine, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 372 {(T.D. 55227(1).] 

Altars. Retable. Parts.—A marble retable, a shelf-like slab of marble attached to 
the rear wall of the church building, separated from the altar or mensa and not a com- 
ponent part thereof, classifiable as a manufacture of marble, n.s.p.f., under par. 232(d), 
rather this ‘ a part of an altar under par. 1774. (T.D. 55244(2).1 

Aner meter, wind-vane. Combination articles.——Wind-vane anemometer, consisting 
of a pole to which is attached a set of anemometer cups and a weather vane, the cups 
operating a small generator, and the wind direction and velocity being indicated by 
voltage which is read on a remote meter, classifiable as a device or instrument intended 
or suitable for measuring speed, under par. 368 (T.D. 55248(2).] 

Apron, plastic, with open construction having a decorative appearance and of the 
type used by a hostess for its decorative feature, the plastic material containing no filler 
material, dutiable at the rate applicable to lace wearing apparel under par. 1529(a)(14). 
(T.D. 55227(2).] 

Ashes, rice hull, which are grease absorbent and are to be processed and used as a 
cleaning agent for floors classifiable as a nonenumerated manufactured article, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1558, in the absence of information that there is a dutiable enumerated prod- 
uct used for the same purpose. [T.D. 55227(3).] 

Bamboo matchstick matting, of matchstick diameter pieces of bamboo held together 
by cord (so-called woven), with fullness and hanging device, in 100 foot widths is ap- 
parently material for draperies rather than draperies, and is classifiable as woven or 
partly assembled material suitable for use in making porch or window blinds, curtains, 
screens, or shades, under the provision for all articles n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manu- 
factured of bamboo, in par. 409. [T.D. 55227(4).] 

Bags, Indies’: box, cosmetic, the outer surface of each article being made of a textile 
material with woven, raised, colored design, in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile, 
classifiable as manutacturers in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1312. [T.D. 5523265).] 

Basket, straw; containers. Tariff entities.—Relatively flimsy rectangular basket, 12 
inches long by 8% inches wide by 4 inches deep, having a wooden bottom and frame and 
open-weave straw sides and lid, used as container for toilet articles, not designed or 
constructed so as to have definite potentialities for continued use for a variety of pur- 
poses after the contents have been removed, considered to be a usual container of 
merchandise under section 402, not separately dutiable. [T.D. 55237(4).] 

Benzoyl peroxide: lauroeyl peroxide.—Benzoy! peroxide is classifiable as a product 
obtained, derived, or manufactured in part from benzene under par. 27(a)(3)(5). Lauroyl 
peroxide is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5 of the tariff act 
and may also be subject to import tax under section 4581, depending upon the mate- 
rial(s) from which this product is derived {(T.D. 55232(6).] 

Blade, steel, a broad piece of steel with cutting edge measuring 3 inches at one end 
and tapering to a % inch tang end for insertion in a handle, to be used as a paint 
scraper or putty knife, classifiable as a manufactured article, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, 
under par. 397. [T.D. 55227(5).] 

Bolt or screw, special type, used only to secure a rasp or beater bar to the cyl- 
inder of the beater in an agricultural combine classifiable as parts of agricultural im- 
plements under par. 1604, and not as bolts of iron or steel under par. 330. [T.D. 5: 2(7).) 

Bow!, turtle.—A plastic circular transparent bowl! with an ornamental flamingo 
which can be placed into a recess in the bowl dutiable at the rate applicable to manu- 
facturers of glass, except broken glass or glass waste fit only for remanufacture, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 230(d). [T.D. 55232(8).} 

Box spring; mattress; throw pillows.—Box spring consisting of 18 pounds of steel 
coils and wire link, 17 feet of lumber, 3 yards of cotton cover, 2 yards of cheesecloth, 2 
sheete of 60 x 80 inches of skin “polyether,” and miscellaneous other items, in c.v. of 
polyurethane containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufac- 
tured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 397 Matching mattress containing 17 
pounds of 4 inch “polyether,” 4% yards of cotton cover, and other articles, in c.v. of 
polyurethane containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufac- 
tures in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923. Patio or throw pillows consisting prin- 
cipally of the “polyether” in 2 or 3 inch thicknesses, in c.v. of polyurethane containing 
no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to articles n.s.p.f., in c.v. of feathers, 
under par.

Door, folding, consisting of plastic slats held together with interwoven strings and 
hardware (track, handles, roller carriers, and means of attaching the roller carrier to the 
plastic material), in c.v. of plastic containing a filler, classifiable under par. 1539(b), as 
a manufacture in c.v. of a product of which a synthetic resin is chief binding agent. 
(T.D. 55227(9).] 

Drainage pipe and conduit tubing, made of cardboard tubing impregnated and coated 
With coal-tar pitch, in c.v. of the coal-tar pitch, dutiable at the rate applicable to 
articles in c.v. of earthy or mineral substances, n.s.p.f., not decorated, under par 214. 
{T.D, 55232(15).] 

Dropcloth, plastic.—A % foot x 12 foot sheet of clear polystyrene film not containing 
filler material and not dedicated to a particular use but susceptible of application to 
varied uses either as an entire sheet or when cut to size for a specific need, dutiable 
at the rate applicable to manufactures of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under par 1537(b). [T.D. 
55248(6).] 

Fence, link, chain, aluminum, classifiable as articles, manufactured, in c.v. of alu- 
minum, under par. 39/. [T.D. 55237(10).) 

Fishing pole, bamboo, in one or two pieces and having a string loop at the tip, 
classifiable as fishing tackle, n.s.p.f., under par 1535. [T.D. 55232(16).] 

Flooring, so-called, beech, % inch by 4% inches by 12 feet 4 inches, composed of 
2% ineh width boards mostly in lengths of 24 inches, joined together edgewise by a

Preparation of merchandise to facilitate its trans- 
portation.—l’elletized acid grade fluorspar with a binder such as wax, pitch, or lignin, 
which does not make the fluorspar suitable for, nor advance it toward, a new use, but 
facilitates the transportation of the fluorspar, is classifiable as fluorspar under par. 207. 
{T.D. 55237(11).] 

Foam, vinyl (Duflex), consisting of a porous flexible foamed sheet 5/64 of an inch 
thick, composed of approximately 60% polyvinyl chloride synthetic resin and 40% coal- 
tar plasticizer, classifiable under par. 28(a), as a coal tar synthetic resin or resin-like 
product. [T.D. 55227(10).] 

Footwear, after-ski boot.—The outer of the upper is of a sueded leather material 
with the shearling wool on, which serves as the lining. There is a gum rubber outer 
sole, a canvas-lined leather insole (the canvas being on the underside of the insole), 
and a leather strip of substantial thickness approximately % inch wide which in turn is 
covered by a gum rubber “wrap around” (foxing) extending down over the outer sole’s 
edge. It appears that the “wrap around” is first placed upright against the upper (ex- 
tending upwards from the bottom of the upper), and that the leather strip is sewed over 
the lower part of the “wrap around,” the sewing extending through the “wrap around,” 
through the lower part of the upper and to a turned-down lip on the insole. Afterwards 
the “wrap around” is turned down over the leather strip and the edge of the outer sole. 
The gum rubber outer sole is not sewn to the upper or the leather strip but is cemented 
to the lined leather insole, the bottom edge of the upper, and to the inside of the now

Footwear, rayon outer surface and rubber soles. sneakers having outer surface of 
upper composed of woven, spun, viscose rayon fabric, the inner surface of the upper 
lined with a woven textile fabric, having a compound rubber sole joined to upper by 
vulcanization process, the tan-colored sole not covered by the rubber foxing, classifiable 
as tootwear, the uppers of which are wholly or in c.v. of rayon and cotton, with soles 
wholly or in ec.v. of india rubber or substitutes for rubber, under par 1530(e), dutiable 
based on the American selling price if competitive with like or similar merchandise 
produced in the United States {[T.D. 55227(11).] 7 : 

Footwear, welt construction.—The ski boots are made with a substantial “welt” 
strip approximatel)s , inch in width and 1/16 inch in thickness at the edge of the sole, 
which strip is inserted between the curved outwards or “flanged” upper and the middle 
sole and extends upwards between the upper and the leather lining. The “welt” strip 
gradually becomes thinner as it projects upwards between such upper and the lining. 
The upper, “welt,” lining, and lip on the underside of the insole are sewn together by 
relatively horizontal sewing just above the sole line; the outward “flange” of the upper, 
the “flanged welt,” and the middle sole are separately sewn together by vertical sewing. 
A rubber outer sole is cemented to the leather middle sole to form the outer wearing 
surtace.

steel, in par. 355. Knives constructed of steel and bakelite tip are similarly classifiable. 
Steel spoons with bakelite tip classifiable as steel flatware under par 339. [T.D. 55227(12).] 

Fountains, water, decorative, electrically operated, in ec.v. of metal, classifiable as 
articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under par 

(T.D. 55227(13).] 

Furniture, parts of, rattan.—Seats and backs of chairs and gliders and the tops of 
tables, all in ec.v. of rattan, to be assembled with metal frames by importer after sealing 
and varnishing the rattan, classifiable as parts of furniture, wholly or in c.v. of wood, 
n.s.p.t., under par 412. [T.D. 55237(13).] 

Game, “Bali Ball,” with simple instructions providing variation of play by one player 
or more with no definite set of rules to play by, and consisting of a tubular net with a 
hole in the middle suspended from two base metal (not brass) frames inserted in wooden 
handles and having a 2% inch flimsy two-colored plastic ball classifiable as a toy, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1513. [T.D. 55227 (14).] 

Garment protectors, plastic.—-Continuous roll of tubular polyethylene film not con- 
taining a filler material approximately .0005 inch thick and 21 inches in width, perforated 
and heat sealed at intervals of 3 feet in the shape of an inverted “V” forming a dry 
cleaning garment protector when separated, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufac- 
tures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., under par 1413. [T.D. 55227(15).] 

Glass, sheet, rectangular, in sizes of 9x 12 centimeters, 12x12 centimeters, and 9 x 22 
centimeters, with beveled polished edges, usually molded and decorated after importation, 
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each size having a variety of uses such as for thermometer facings, pin trays, candy 
dishes, etec., classifiable as sheet glass, by whatever process made, and for whatever 
purpose used, under par. 219, and subject to additional duty as sheet glass, beveled 
under par. . TERD. 5524465).1] ae 

Glove leather.—Such leather made from hides or skins of animals classifiable as 
follows: (a) If made from sheep skins, classifiable as glove leather made from lamb or 
sheep skins under par. 1530(c); if made from hides or skins of cattle of the bovine 
species, as glove leather under par. 1530¢b) (5); and if made from skins or hides, not 
goat or kid skins, pig skins, reptile skins, and not skins or hides of cattle of the bovine 
species, Classifiable as glove leather made from other skins under par. 1530(c). [T.D.

of the plastic material containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to 
sole leather made from hides or skins of cattle of the bovine species, rough, partly fin- 
ished, tinished, or cut, or partly or wholly manufactured into torms or shapes suitable 
tor conversion into footwear, under par. 1530(b)(1). [T.D. 55244(6).] 

Log loader, hydraulic, consisting of a metal frame composed of (1) retaining arms,

duty as lumber, not further manufactured than planed and tongued and grooved, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1803(1). [T.D. 7 

Machine, capping, a device puts metal caps on glass bottles, the caps being 
fed into the machine and the threads made simultaneously as the caps are put on the 
bottles, classifiable as a machine tool, under par. 372. [T.D. 5522 

Machine, Co-ordinate Inspection, employing a diffraction rating measuring system 
which operates by counting the number of lines traversed y an optical unit passing 
over an accurately ruled diffraction grating, which counting is effected by conversion to 
two electrical pulses for each grating line traversed by the optical unit, and counted 
by transistor decade counters fitted behind numerical displays, classifiable as articles 
having as an essential feature an electrical element or device under par. 353, and not as 
an optical measuring instrument under par. 228(a). [T.D. 55237(15).] 

Machine, label printing; label marking machine.—iabel printing machine, known as 
“tiprint Super,” employing the rotary process and metal types, capable of printing 
labels ranging in size trom 12x40 mm to 116x120 mm, comparable in construction and 
production capacity (7000 prints per hour) to a letter press, classifiable under paragr raph 
372, Tariff Act of 1930, as a printing press. Label marking machine, known as “Etika 
used to print a variety of labels such as clip-on, pin-on, tie-on, prong type, self-adhesive, 
all of which are of the price-tag type label, and which is electrically operated, and 
measures 430 mm high, 460 mm long, and 280 mm wide, is classifiable under par 372, as 
printing machinery, other. [T.D. 55237(16).] 

Machine, paper making, “Gravidecker,” designed for use in the paper making indus- 
try for thickening pulp by the removal of water and chemicals, classifiable as paper mak- 
ing machinery under par. 372, if not having as an essential feature an electrical element 
or device. [T.D. 

Knife, folding, with steeh handle, having design and words pertaining to a particular 
type of business, considered merely indicative of business carried on by firm rather than 
ornamentation or decoration with etching or gilded designs, classifiable as a pocketknife, 
with folding or other than fixed blade, under par. 354. 5 7(1S).1 

Knife, kitchen, a 7% inch knife with stainless steel serrated blade and a plastic 
handle with brass ferrule, the blade serrated from tip to end and having teeth spaced 
approximately % inch apart, considered type of knife used as a general utility knife 
for cutting citrus fruits, tomatoes and vegetables, classifiable as a kitchen knife with 
handle of hard rubber, solid bone, celluloid, or any pyroxylin, casein, or similar material 
under par. 355. [T.D. 55227(19).] 

Knite, sportsman’s, Combination articles.—A seven in one knife for field and stream 
measuring 3% inches long with handles of plastic, designed as a wire snipper, hook 
disgorger, fish scaler, skinning hook, long nose pliers, and sinker crimper, the article 
appearing to be like pliers with arms similar to blades but considered more than knife 
and pliers for tariff purposes, is classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of 
steel, under par. 397. Leather sheath separately classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. 
of leather, n.s.p.f, under par. 1531. [T.D. 55248(8).] 

Kit, “Imperial Storm Window,” components of, are separately dutiable. The three 
pieces of transparent flexible polyethylene film measuring 36 inches x72 inches are duti- 

the rate applicable to manufactures of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under par 1537(b), 

pieces of pre-cut framing strips made of paper-board are classifiable as paperboard 

stamped into designs or shapes, such as initials, monograms, lace, borders, bands, 

or other forms, under par. 1413, and a small supply of aluminum tacks are 

classifiable as articles or wares n.s.p.f.. manufactured, composed wholly or in c.v. of 
aluminum, under par. 397. [T.D. 55248(7).] 

Lamp, flower, consisting of a ceramic vase, plastic flowers with electric bulbs, and 
an electric cord with a plug, classifiable according to component material of c.v.: If 
in ¢c.v. of artificial flowers, classifiable as articles n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of artificial 
flowers, leaves, and stems, under par. 1518; if in c.v. of metal, classifiable as manufac- 
tured articles or wares, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of metal, under par. 397; or if in c.v. 
oft the earthenware vase, classifiable as earthenware articles not tableware, kitchenware, 
or table and kitchen utensils, under par. 211. [7.D. 55227(20).] 
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Lawn edge, plastic, composed of a polyethylene synthetic resin containing no filler 
material and consisting of a plastic strip 4 inches in width and in lengths of 20, 30, or 40 
feet used as a barrier to prevent grass from growing into flower beds, driveways, and 
hedges, dutiable at the rate applicable to articles or wares n.s.p.f., manufactured, com- 
posed wholly or in c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397, by virtue of the similitude clause 
in par. 1559(a). [T.D. 55227(21).] 

Machine, pipe-making; entireties; trailers; parts.—Pipe making machine designed to 
manutacture pipe from steel strip by forming the strip into a cylindrical shape and then 
welding the spiral seam, consisting of three separate units (1) an unwind stand and 
straightening machine; (2) a unit which forms the steel strip into a cylinder and welds 
the spiral seam; (3) an electric switchboard which synchronizes the operations of the 
other two units, classifiable as an entirety as a machine tool under par.

Mattress covers, plastic, made of transparent plastic of the vinyl type with the syn- 
thetic resin containing no filler material, heat-sealed and waterproof, dutiable at the 
rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923. [T.D. 55248(9).] 

Metal, thermostatic, consisting of 15 and 20 ampere bimetal approximately % inch 
wide, 1/60 inch in thickness and in coils of 3 feet, used in the manufacture of electrical 
circuit breakers by brazing two metals such as iron and zinc without losing their original 
characteristics, classifiable as thermostatic metal in plates, sheets, or other forms, under 
par. 309. [T.D. 55244(7).] 

Nails, steel wire, spiral shank, whose shanks are fully spiraled, have a measurable 
diameter for purposes of determining whether they are 0.065 inch in diameter under the 
provision of par. 331. [T.D. 55248(10).] 

Nets, trampoline, formed by parallel lengths of twill woven nylon fabric having fast 
edges, measuring 1% inches wide and consisting of interwoven strips of fabric at right 
angles to each other, classifiable as articles made from fabrics with fast edges not over 
12 inches wide, not Jacquard-figured, wholly or in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic tex- 
tile, n.s.p.f., under par. 1308. [T.D. 55237(18).] 
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Nuts, castellated, tri-slot, steel, a variation of the standard 6-slotted castellated nut 
to permit greater ease of installation of a cotter pin than the standard nut, and for which 
the standard nut may be substituted, classifiable as nuts of wrought steel under par. 330, 
and not as parts of automobiles under par. 369(c). [T.D. 55248(11).] ‘ 

Pan, cat litter, composed of a plastic not containing a filler material and approxi- 
mately 11 inches wide, 14% inches long, and 4 inches deep, dutiable at the rate applicable 
to manufactures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. [T.D. 55232(20).] 

Pencil, simulated gun.—A pencil having the shape of a miniature rifle, approximate] 
5% inches long, consisting of a wooden stock, metal trigger and trigger guard, and a 
metal barrel which contains a spring mechanism and a piece of pencil lead which is ex- 
tended trom the barrel ready for use when the trigger is pulled, classifiable as a me- 
chanical pencil, under par. 1550(c). [(T.D. 55227(24).] 

Polyurethane, sheets and blocks, not advanced from a material state as to be dedi- 
cated to a specific use for articles such as furniture cushions, and carpet and clothing 
linings, in sizes 3 x 48 x 72 inches, 3 x36 inches x 22 yards and 4 x 48 inches x 11 yards, 
and % x 48 inches x 44 yards, classifiable under para. 28(a), as resin-like products ob- 
tained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 
27 or 1651. Articles, n.s.p.f., cut or molded to size from polyurethane foam sheets or 
blocks are dutiable at the rate applicable to the enumerated articles which they most 
resemble with respect to use by similitude (par. 1559(a)). [T.D. 

Post cards, which are scented cards 4% x 5% inches, representing various pictorial 
scenes and having a small circular scene of 1% inches in diameter inserted in the main 
scene, with the reverse side having lined places for addressing the card, a stamp square, 
a place to write a message, and a strip of paper centered in the card which, upon removal 
of strip by tab, a package of perfumed essence in a glassine paper envelope or bag is 
revealed, classifiable as wiews of any building, landscape, locality, place or scene in the 
United States, on cardboard or paper, by whatever process printed or produced, including 
those wholly or in part produced by either lithographic or photogelatin process, occupy- 
ing not over 35 square inches of surface per view, bound, unbound, or in any other form 
under par. 1410, when containing such views; or under the same par. as post cards (not 
including American views), decorated, embossed, plain or printed otherwise than litho- 
graphic process if not containing views of the United States and printed otherwise than 
lithographically. If the cards contain no views of the United States and are litho- 
graphically printed in whole or in part, they are classifiable as cards in c.v. of paper 
lithographically printed in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., over 0.012 but not over 0.020 inch 
thick, and having a cutting size in dimensions under 35 square inches, die-cut, under par. 
1406. [T.D. 55248(13).] 

Printed matter.—Loose leaf pages for salesman’s manual, consisting of pages of 
photographs of various types of housewares, printed by letter press, classifiable as photo- 
graphs under par. 1410. Such photographs having accompanying text describing the 
articles which rises to the dignity of authorship classifiable under the provision for 
printed matter, n.s.p.f., in par. 1410. Pages of photographs of housewares, with text, 
printed lithographically, and lithographically printed forms, classifiable as articles 
wholly or in c.v. of paper lithographically printed under par. 14906. Mimeographed forms 
classifiable as printed matter, n.s.p.f., under par. 1410. [T.D. 55232(21).] 

Printing plates, hand engraved by artists and produced between the years 1650 and 
1785 for use in printing scenic and portrait views of the period, imported for use as 
illustrative material in lectures and seminars dealing with the history of print making, 
classifiable as a collection in illustration of the progress of the arts produced prior to the 
year 1830 under par. 1811, upon compliance with applicable customs regulations. [T.D. 
55227 (25).] 

Repositorium, bronze.—A tabernacle, not designed as a structural part of the altar, 
which is used to contain the Host during Holy Week, is not a part of an altar and not 
a shrine or a part thereof under par. 1774, but is classifiable as a manufactured article, 
wholly or in c.v. of metal, under par. 397. [T.D. 55244(8).] 

Retarder, brake, electric, used on busses, trucks, and heavy vehicles to slow down 
its speed, classifiable as articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or 
device, wholly or in c.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., under par. 353, and not as parts of busses, 
trucks, and other automobiles under par. 369(c). [T.D. 55227(26).1] 

Scraper, aquarium, composed of a plastic not containing a filler material and having 
a handle on one end which is a holder for a safety-razor blade and on the other end is 
a two-pronged, fork-like implement, dutiable at the rate applicable to household uten- 
sils, n.s.p.f., composed wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par. 329. [T.D. 55232(22).] 

Screen, cat litter, composed of a plastic not containing a filler material in the form 
of a scoop and used to remove waste from a litter pan, dutiable at the rate applicable to 
household utensils, n.s.p.f., composed wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par 339. {T.D. 
55282(23).] 
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Searchlight, “Helphos Sea-Mate,” a three way searchlight designed for use on the 
windshield of motor boats, but which may be detached and used as a hand light, or as 
a blinker, is classifiable as illuminating article, under par. 397. [T.D. 55248(14).]) 

Sharpener, pencil, driven by a small electric motor, battery powered, and in c.v. of 
metal, classifiable as an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or 
device, wholly or in c.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., under par. 353 [T.D. 55227(27).] 

Shear, hydraulic, for processing scrap, electrically powered, classifiable as a ma- 
chine tool under par. 372, and not as an article having as an essential feature an electrical 
element or device, n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 55232(24).] 

Sorter, automatic, electrically operated, designed for sorting germanium pellets by 
a mechanical gauging and sorting procedure, classifiable as an article having as an es- 
sential feature an electrical element or device n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 55244(9).] 

Stamps, trading; three sheets; pamphliet.—Sheets of trading stamps consisting of 
pertorated rows of stamps, printed other than lithographically and having a gummed 
surtace on the reverse side, classifiable as other articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of gummed pa- 
per, under par. 1405. Sheets of trading stamps, lithographically printed in part and in 
part printed other than lithographically, classifiable as articles of paper lithographically 
printed in part, n.s.p.ft., not over 0.012 inch thick, under par. 1406. Pamphlet consisting 
of 40 pages stapled to a paper cover containing printed matter susceptible of author- 
ship, having border on each page, and printed and spaced to contain trading stamps, 
classifiable as pamphlets under par. 1410. [T.D. 55227(28).] 

Timers for shoe machinery. Parts.—The evidence indicates that the timers are 
dedicated to use with certain vulcanization machines used in the manufacture of shoes, 
are essential to the operation thereof, and that such timers are capable of no other use 
without modification Such merchandise is classifiable free of duty as parts of shoe 
machinery in par. 1643, rather than under the dutiable provision of par. 368(a) for 
clockwork mechanisms, and any device, instrument or mechanism for controlling, indi- 
cating, or regulating the speed of arbors, disks, drums, or similar use, or for recording 
time, or for indicating, performing, or recording any function or operation at a pre- 
determined time or times. [T.D. 55237(19).] 

Timer, worn on person, resembling a watch without a stem but having a specially 
calibrated dial numbered 0, 15, 30, 45, and 60 from left to right, intended to make an 
alarm sound at the end of any set period up to 60 minutes, a pointer moving counter 
clockwise across the dial to indicate the unexpired time, and having no escapement 
or jewels, classifiable in accordance with an established and uniform practice, as a device, 
instrument, or mechanism, for indicating, performing, or recording any function or 
operation at a predetermined time, under par. 368(a). [T.D. 55248(15).) 

Trap, guppy, composed of plastic not containing a filler material, not similar in use 
to any enumerated dutiable article classifiable as an article manufactured in whole or 
in part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558. [T.D. 55232(26).] 

Tray; telephone index.,—Tray designated split level server, made of steel and plastic, 
steel being component material of c.v., classifiable as a houshold utensil in c.v. of steel 
under par. 339. A finger-flip type telephone index consisting of a plastic base of vinyl, 
synthetic rubber, metal, and fourteen cards of die-cut, lined bristol board attached to 
base, which device is in c.v. of the paper, classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of paper, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. [T.D. 55227(29).] 
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Tool, zipper repair, a hinged hand tool composed of steel and having a ratchet wheel 
with three specially formed devices attached to one jaw, approximately 7% inches in 
length, classifiable as other pliers under par. 361. [T.D. 55232(25).] ; 

Tube, collapsible.—A cylindrical plastic object measuring approximately 4% inches 
in length with threaded end containing an embedded piece of foam rubber for use as a 
dauber, and having a screw-on cap, in c.v. of polyethylene containing no filler material, 
dutiable at the rate applicable to collapsible tubes of metal under par. 390. {T.D. 
55287 (20).] 

Tube, dip, plastic, used to clean sediment from the bottom of an aquarium, in the 
absence of an enumerated dutiable article substantially used for the same purpose, clas- 
sifiable as an article manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558. [T.D. 
55242 ( 27). 

ao linkage, metal part of an electrically operated assembly which controls the 
tlow of steam or water in heating or air conditioning systems, classifiable as parts of 
articles, having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 353. [T.D. 55232(28).] 

Viewer, door, a device used as a peep-hole in doors, consisting of two threaded brass 
tubes and containing glass lenses, classifiable as manufacture in c.v. of glass, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 230(d), or as an article n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, in c.v. of 
brass, under par. 397, depending upon the component material of c.v. [T.D. 55232(29).] 

Watch erystal, plastic, referred to as an unbreakable crystal, being round in shape, 
classifiable as a round watch crystal under par. 236. [T.D. 55244(10).] 

Wearing apparel, cotton. Entireties.—Three piece cotton set consisting of two- 
piece pajamas with matching coat, packaged together and sold as a unit but pajamas 
and coat suitable for and readily used separately, are considered separate entities under 
par. 919, rather than as an entirety, and the pajamas and coat are separately classifiable. 
(T.D. 55227(30).] 

DRAWBACK 

Manufacture or production.—The rebuilding or reconditioning of aircraft engines does 
not result in articles manufactured or produced in the United States within the meaning 
of section 313. [T.D. 55248(1).] 

Refund of internal-revenue tax on imported wines or distilled spirits.—There is no 
authority under the Internal Revenue Code or the tariff act for a refund of internal- 
revenue tax paid on imported wines or distilled spirits where such wines or distilled 
spirits are exported under the provisions of section 313(c), as amended, as merchandise 
not conforming to sample or specifications. [T.D. 55232(1).] 


INSULAR POSSESSIONS 

Jewelry, costume.—Beads, crude castings of alloy metals, and castings electroplated 
of foreign origin and bar pins and bearings of domestic and foreign origin imported 
into the Virgin Islands and there made into necklaces, earrings, collars, bracelets, chata- 
lains, tiaras, charms, rings, and similar articles of costume jewelry by processes of 
electroplating, soldering, and mounting of stones or beads would be considered articles 
the manufacture or production of the Virgin Islands within the meaning of section 301, 
and may be brought into the United States free of duty provided there is compliance 
with the pertinent regulations, and provided further that the value limitations in that 
section of the law are met after such costume jewelry is finally appraised at the port 
of entry in the United States (T.D. 55237(1).] 

Firearms.—The component parts of .22 or .38 revolvers consisting of (a) barrel, (b) 
6-shot cylinder, and (c) frame assembly with plastic or wood grips imported into the 
Virgin Islands under circumstances not constituting an entirety, and there by processes 
ot precision measurement, machining, and adjustment assembled into completed re- 
volvers, would result in articles the manufacture or production of those islands within 
the meaning of section 301, and may be brought into the United States free of duty 
provided there is compliance with the pertinent regulations, and provided further that 
the value requirements in that section of the law are met after such revolvers are 
finally appraised at the port of entry in the United States. [T.D. 55222(3).] 

Firearms.—The component parts of a caliber 30-06 rifle consisting of (a) 22 inch 
30-06 barrel, (b) bolt-type rifle action, and (c) semifinished walnut stock imported into 
the Virgin Islands under circumstances not consisting an entirety, and there through 
processes of precision measurement, machining, and adjustment assembled into a com- 
pleted rifle, would result in an article the manufacture or production of those islands 
within the meaning of section 301, and may be brought into the United States free of 
duty provided there is compliance with the pertinent regulations, and provided further 
that the value requirements in that secton of the law are met after such rifle is finally 
appraised at the port of entry in the United States. [T.D. 55232(4).] 

Rate of duty applicable to articles manufactured in the Virgin Islands from foreign 
materials which are not entitled to trade agreement rates of duty. Country of origin.— 
When an article is manufactured or produced in the Virgin Islands within the meanin 
of section 301, with the use of foreign materials, it is a product of the Virgin Islands 
under section 301 irrespective of whether it meets the value limitations of that section 
when it is brought into the United States. When because of failure to meet such value 
limitations or otherwise, it is necessary to assess duty on such product of the Virgin 
isiands manufactured or produced with the use of foreign materials not entitled to the 
reduced rates of duty provided for in trade agreements, the product is subject to the 
rate of duty that is applicable to a comparable product entitled to trade agreement 
reductions. [T.D. 55232(2).]

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ANTIDUMPING—BICYCLES FROM CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)), gives 
the Secretary of the Treasury responsibility for determination of sales at less than fair 
value. I have determined, and on July 7, 1960, I advised the United States Tariff Com- 
mission, that bicycles, the product of Czechoslovakia, are being, or are likely to be, sold 
in the United States at less than their fair value. 

Section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)), gives 
the United States Tariff Commission responsibility for determination of injury or likeli- 
hood of injury. The United States Tariff Commission has determined, and on October 7, 
1960, it notified me, that an industry producing bicycles in the United States is being, 
or is likely to be, injured by reason of the importation of such merchandise into the 
United States 

I hereby make public these determinations, which constitute a finding of dumping 
with respect to bicycles from Czechoslovakia.

Section 14.13¢b) of the Customs Regulations is amended by adding the following to 
the list of findings of dumping currently in effect:

GREETING CARDS 

In the case of H. George Caspari Ine. v. The United States, C.A.D. 743, 95 Treasury 
Decisions (No. 34) 34, the court aflirmed the lower court’s decision in that certain Christ- 
mas cards containing wording, other than that meeting trade-mark and country of origin 
requirements, such as the identification of the artist and source of the illustrations and 
name of the exclusive representative for which the cards were designed, where classi- 
fiable as greeting cards “with greeting, title, or other wording” under paragraph 1410, 
Tariff Act of 1930. 

Since no appeal was made from the decision of the lower court sustaining the pro- 
test to Exhibit I with the wording 

Arthur F. Kruger—printed in West Germany Exclusively For H. George Caspari, 

Ine. Sole Distributor No. K5-52 
this card was not the subject of the appellate decision. However, the court stated: 
“Exhibits 2-5 each include the wording ‘Exclusive Representative: H. George Caspari, 
Inc.,’ which wording we believe subjects the greeting cards to the higher rate for cards 
‘with greeting, title or other wording.’ This would lead to the conclusion that Exhibit 
I contains ‘other wording’ but no appeal from the decision sustaining the protest as to 
that card was filed.” 

Exhibit I is therefore merchandise identical with that passed on by the Court in 








C.A.D. 743 and subject to the principle of that decision and section 16.10(b) of the Cus- 
toms Regulations. [T.D. 55250.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—MEAT AND MEAT-FOOD 
PRODUCTS ’ 

To accord with an amendment of the regulations of the Meat Inspection Division, 
Agriculture Research Service, Department of Agriculture, relating to the importation 
of meat and meat-food products (9 CFR 27.9(a)), and also to correctly state the name 
of that Division, the Customs Regulations are amended as follows: 

Page 1250 : 

Section 4.72(a) is amended by substituting “Meat Inspection Division” for “Bureau 
of Animal Industry” each place where it appears. [T.D. 55247.] 

Page 1397 

Section 12.8 is amended as follows: 

Paragraph (a) is amended to read: 

(a) All imported meat, meat-food products,’ horse meat and horse meat-food products 
offered for entry into the United States are subject to the regulations prescribed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture under section 306, Tariff Act of 1930. Such meat, meat-food 
products, horse meat and horse meat-food products shall not be released from customs 
custody prior to inspection by an inspector of the Meat Inspection Division, Agricultural 
Research Service, except when authority is given by such inspector for inspection at 
the importer’s premises or other place not under customs supervision. In such case a 
bond for the return to customs custody of the merchandise shall be given by the 
consignee or agent on customs Form 7551, 7553, or other appropriate form, and the 
conveyances or packages in which such merchandise is removed to the place of examina- 
tion shall be sealed or corded and sealed by a customs officer or an inspector of the 
Meat Inspection Division, Agricultural Research Service, with import-meat seals fur- 
nished by the Department of Agriculture unless bearing United States customs seals, 
or in the case of packages otherwise identified as provided for in this section. When 
cording is necessary for proper sealing, the cords shall be furnished and affixed by the 
importer or his agent. Import-meat ‘seals or cords and seals may be broken only by 
a customs officer or inspector of the Meat Inspection Division, Agricultural Research 
Service. In lieu of cording and sealing packages, the carrier or importer may furnish 
and attach to each package of product a warning notice on bright yellow paper, not 
less than 5 by 8 inches in size, containing the following legend in black type of a 
conspicuous size: [D.T. 55247.] ‘

This package of meat or meat product must be delivered intact to an inspector 
of the Meat Inspection Division, U.S. Department of Agriculture.

America, and under his direction the bank opened new branches there. In 1950, Mr. Rockefeller 
founded Latin-American Business Highlights, a quarterly economic publication of the bank. He was 
named a senior vice president in 1952. When Chase National and The Bank of the Manhattan 
Company merged on March 31, 1955, Mr. Rockefeller was appointed an executive vice president 
and put in charge of the bank development department. 

Born June 12, 1915, in New York City, he is the youngest son of the late John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 
He attended Lincoln School of Teachers College for 12 years, received a B.S. degree from Harvard 
in 1936, and after post-graduate study at Harvard and the London School of Economics he received 
a Ph.D. degree in economics from the University of Chicago in 1940. He is the author of Unused 
Resources and Economic Waste, published in 1940. Mr. Rockefeller has been awarded honorary 
degrees of doctor of laws by Columbia University (1954) and Bowdoin College (1958). 

Mr. Rockefeller served as secretary to the late Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia of New York 
in 1940-41 and as assistant regional director of the United States Office of Defense, Health and 
Welfare Service in 1941-42. He enlisted as a private in the U.S. Army in 1942 and after 3!/2 years’ 
service was discharged as a captain in 1945. He served in North Africa and France and was 
awarded the Legion of Merit, the Commendation Ribbon of the U.S. Army and the French Legion 
of Honor. 

Mr. Rockefeller is a member of the National Commission on Money and Credit of the Com- 
mittee for Economic Development. He also participates with his four brothers in a number of 
joint enterprises in the fields of philanthropy, economic development, and investments. He is a 
trustee and vice president of Rockefeller Brothers Fund, director of Rockefeller Brothers, Inc., director 
of Rockefeller Center, Inc., and chairman and trustee of the Rockefeller Institute. Mr. Rockefeller 
has many business and civic affiliations.

WOOL FABRICS—NO QUOTA 


The Department of State has announced that new tariff rates on certain woolen and 
worsted woven fabrics will go into effect on January 1, 1961, and replace the present 
tariff quota system. These rates, described in the attached table, were approved by the 
President upon recommendation of the interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agree- 
ments and the Trade Policy Committee They have been the subject of negotiations and 
consultations with the interested supplier countries in accordance with the provisions 
of Article XXVIII of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 

At the present time, these fabrics are subject to a compound tariff duty, consisting 
of a specific duty and ad valorem rates, both of which vary according to the nature of 
the fabric. The specific duty, which is compensatory for the duty on raw wool, is 37% 
cents per pound for most fabrics. This part of the compound duty will remain unchanged. 
The ad valorem rates presently in effect have since 1956 been subject to a tariff quota 
under which the rates for most fabrics were 25 per cent ad valorem for imports within 
the quota limits, and 45 per cent for imports after the quota was filled Exceptions 
were made for certain specialty fabrics which entered at lower rates even after exhaus- 
tion of the quota. With the exception of these specialty fabrics, the new ad valorem 
portion of the duty will be 38 percent for fabrics valued over $2.00 per pound, and 76 
cents per pound for lower-priced fabrics, with a maximum ad valorem limit of 60 per cent. 

The total duty, including the specific rate, resulted in an average incidence in 1959 
of 45 per cent on all imports. The incidence of the new rates, computed on the basis of 
1959 trade data, would be 48 per cent for fabrics valued over $2.00 and upwards of 57 per 
cent for lower-priced fabrics. 

The new rates are shown below. It will be noted that there is no change in the 
specific part of the compound duty which is applied to all the fabrics involved in this 
arrangement. The changes made apply only to the ad valorem part of the duty.

LARGE INCREASE IN PRODUCTION OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS IN 
1959—The forty-third annual report on production and sales of synthetic organic chemi- 
cals in the United States. The report includes data on those individual chemicals for 
which the volume of production or sales in 1959 exceeded 1,000 pounds or for which the 
value of sales exceeded $1,000. Earlier this year the Commission issued preliminary 
reports on production and sales in 1959 of the 14 individual groups of synthetic organic 
chemicals covered in the final report. 

Copies of the Commission's report, which is entitled Synthetic Organic Chemicals, 
U. S. Production and Sales, 1959 (Report No. 206, Second Series), may be purchased from 
the Superintendent of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., 
at $1.00 per copy. 


PROPOSED UNITED STATES TARIFF SCHEDULES 

The Tariff Commission submitted the final report on the Tariff Classification Study 
which includes the text of proposed U. S. tariff schedules. 

The final report on the Tariff Classification Study, which comprises 10 volumes, is 
being submitted to the President and to the Chairmen of the Committee on Finance of 
the Senate and of the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives. 
Legislation will be required to make the proposed tariff schedules effective. The volumes 
of the final report are available for purchase, individually or in sets, from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 

The only rate changes included included in the proposed schedules are those which 
are incidental to the accomplishment of the purposes of the study. The proposed sched- 
ules are logical and systematic in arrangement and incorporate a number of innovations 
and important features which should be of substantial assistance and benefit to import- 
ers, domestic producers, customs and other government officers, customs lawyers and 
brokers, and other interested persons. 

The Tariff Act of 1930 is the last general tariff revision by the U. S. Congress. In 
that Act, as amended and modified, the rates of duty on dutiable articles are set forth 
in the first 15 schedules (Title I—Dutiable List) and articles exempt from duty are pro- 
vided for in schedule 16 (Title Il—Free List). There are, in addition, a number of 
provisions of law which, although not incorporated in the schedules of the Tariff Act, 
are nonetheless part of the existing tariff structure. 

The proposed tariff classification provisions are organized into § schedules, in con- 
trast with the present 16. Each of the schedules is, in turn, divided into parts and sub- 
parts. Provisions of general application (which are presently scattered throughout the 
statutes) together with principles and customs practices applied under established judi- 
cial precedent have been consolidated into a set of general headnotes and rules of 
interpretation which appears at the very beginning just ahead of schedule 1. Schedules 
1 through 7 form the main body of the proposed tariff schedules, schedule & being devoted 
to special permanent classification provisions relating to the tariff treatment of articles 
exported and returned to the United States, personal exemptions, exemptions for Gov- 
ernment agencies, exemptions for institutions, and articles released from customs custody 
under bond. An appendix to the tariff schedules, which includes temporary and collat- 
eral legislation and executive and administrative actions concerned with the treatment 
of imported articles, appears after schedule 8. 

The approximately 250 schedule, part, and subpart headings of the proposed sched- 
ules, though not interpretative, provide in outline form an informative guide for the user. 

An important feature not found in the existing schedules is a system of interpreta- 
tive headnotes which specify special rules of interpretation, define terms, prescribe 
special procedures, and, in general, clarify the relationships between the various sched- 
ules, parts, and subparts and the classificaton descriptions incorporated therein. 

The use in the proposed schedules of a tabular arrangement or system for the classi- 
fication provisions, with the superior tariff descriptions subdivided inte inferior descrip- 
tions, adds greatly to clarity and furnishes immediate answers to various questions 
concerning the relative specificity of provisions. 

An extremely important innovation is the use of a 5-digit system of decimal num-
